Paine believes coaches 
will be queuing up for a 
shot at the position, 
which is up for grabs 
after Mauricio Pochettino 
walked out of the club. 

The Argentine resigned 
on Tuesday before sign¬ 
ing a five-year deal to 
take over at Tottenham. 

Paine, pictured right,

Saints legend Francis Benali hopes 
the appointment of a new manager 
will help settle the dressing room 
this summer. 

The club are on the lookout for a new 
boss, following the departure this week of 
Mauricio Pochettino to Tottenham. 

Saints are also expected to lose striker 
Rickie Lambert to Liverpool this week¬ 
end, while stars such as Adam Lallana, 
Luke Shaw and Dejan Lovren could all fol¬ 
low them out the door in the coming 
months. 

Benali, right, does not want Saints to 
rush into appointing a new boss, but he 
says it would be better to have one sooner 
rather than later. 

“There’s obviously that disappointment 
that he [Pochettino] has chosen to leave, 
because he did a very good job while he 
was here,” said the club’s former left- 
back. 

“But I think, now that he’s gone, 
we have to move on. 

“The club’s efforts will be 
fully focused on bringing in his 
successor, and it’s crucial to 
get that appointment right, 


and sooner rather than later ideally - one, 
to enable them to start working towards 
next season and also to settle the dressing 
room a little bit. 

“It’s never ideal when you’re without a 
manager, especially when there is a lot of 
speculation around a lot of players at this 
time as well. Naming a successor will be a 
big bonus to hopefully securing players 
the club want to bring in and also keep.” 

Benali added: “They’re obviously work¬ 
ing very hard towards 
bringing the new man 
in, and it’s one they 
quite obviously 
want to get right, 
and not rush into 
it.” 

There has 
already been plen¬ 
ty of interest in 
the Saints job, and 
Benali believes it 
will be an extreme¬ 
ly enticing proposi¬ 
tion. 

“From what we’ve 
heard, it’s quite 
obvious that 


agers 
will be 


falling over themselves to come and take 
the job here,” he said. 

“It will be a very attractive position for 
whoever gets the job.” 

Whoever is chosen, Benali hopes that 
people will back him and give him time to 
prove himself. 

“I knew very little, if anything, about 
Pochettino before he came, and we know 
how successful he was,” he said. 

“So it would be wrong for me or anybody 
else to jump to conclusions about anybody 
linked to it. 

“I just would want it to be a person who 
could continue the tradition of how our 
sides like to play attractive football. 

“I was a fan of the pressing game and 
intensity Pochettino brought to the club, 
and to mix that with the ability, talent and 
philosophy of football at the club as well is 
a good mixture. 

“Whoever comes in, I would like to see 
that continue, and hopefully it’ll be some¬ 
one who can take the club on to bigger and 
better things.” 

Benali added: “It’s very much about 
looking forward. People do come and go, 
and it won’t be the first or the last time. 

“But the club’s never stopped evolving, 
or continuing from day-to-day in the past, 
and that won’t happen now. 

“Hopefully they can continue to build. 

“Anybody we have who doesn’t want to 
be at the club for any reason, I would 
rather they would not be here.”

“He’s going to be the first of a few 
to go but I’m more worried about 
losing other players than him - 
and that’s no disrespect to Rickie 
Lambert, I think he’s done won¬ 
derfully over the years for Saints. 

“He’s scored a lot of goals and got 
them back into the Premier 
League and has been absolutely 
brilliant for them.” 

The key now for Watson is what 
the club does to fill the void left by 
the former Bristol Rovers striker. 

“They have got to replace him, 
and I think they’ll go English 
again,” he said. 

“Lambert proves you don’t have 
to look in the Premier League for 
quality, but obviously it depends 
on what other clubs 
want for their play¬ 
ers.”

a fresh slate for Saints, the start of 
something new, but it is every 
year,” he said. 

“They started in division three 
with Pardew, then Adkins came 
in and started again and got them 
promoted, then in the 
Championship they started again 
and then in the Premier League, 
Pochettino kept them up and 
then they started again this sea¬ 
son. 


“It’s not a worry - it just 
depends on who they bring in as 
manager now. 

“The first signing they need to 
make now is the manager. Get 
that right and then they can start 
to look ahead. 

“They do need to get it sorted in 
the next few weeks though. 

“I don’t think there’s any need 
for scaremongering. 

“Every season is a new start and 


this is just the same again.” 

With just the injured Rodriguez 
and 18-year-old Sam Gallagher, 
pictured left, on the books, there is 
not a lot of firepower left in the 
Southampton squad - and Watson 
thinks it unlikely Dani Osvaldo 
will be coming back. 

“There’s good money there so 
they can bring in replacements 
and they will need a new striker to 
replace Lambert.

The former Switzerland interna¬ 
tional was put forward as a possible 
candidate as he left FC Basel two 
weeks ago. 

Odds have also been compiled on 
several managers sacked by 
Premier League clubs this year.

RICKIE Lambert is poised to bring 
his Saints career to a close this 
weekend - with a £4million move 
to Liverpool almost complete. 

The likeable scouser wrote himself into 
Saints history by netting more than 100 
goals in the club’s passage from League 1 
to the top half of the Premier League - 
earning an England call-up and a trip to 
this summer’s World Cup in the process. 

Here, the SPORTS PINK takes a look 
at the ten of the best moments from 
Lambert’s time at St Mary’s 

August 11,2009 
Saints 2 Northampton 0 
Carling Cup 

It took just 29 minutes of his Saints career for 
Lambert to begin paying back the £1m spent 
on him by the club. The striker burst into the 
box to bundle in a Lloyd James cross and set 
Alan Pardew’s men on the way to a comfort¬ 
able first-round victory. 

February 13, 2010 
Saints 1 Pompey 4 
FA Cup 

One of Lambert’s most memorable Saints 
goals, even if it proved to be in vain. Trailing 
their bitter rivals 1-0, Dan Harding whipped in 
a free-kick for Saints and Lambert rose 
highest to head home and send St Mary’s 
wild, before Pompey ran riot in the last 15 
minutes. 

March 20, 2010

The striker scored his first ever Saints hat- 
trick, as he broke through the 30-goal barrier 
for the season, including his opening-day 
effort for his former club Bristol Rovers. After 
heading into an empty net, Lambert added a 
penalty and then a wonder goal, scoring with 
a 40-yard half-volley that flew over the keep¬ 
er’s head. 

March 28, 2010

Carlisle keeper Adam Collin actually got fin¬ 
gertips to a Lambert penalty - a feat in itself - 
but could do nothing to keep the powerful 
strike, hit high to his left, out.

IN POCHETTINO’S fourth game in charge 
he pulled off what Saints had threatened 
to do on the opening day of the season 
at the Etihad and beat the defending 
Premier League champions. 

City arrived with only two defeats in 25 
league games and boasting the best 
away defensive record in the top flight. 

But Jason Puncheon opened the scor¬ 
ing after Jay Rodriguez’s shot was saved 
by Joe Hart. 

Steven Davis made it 2-0 after Hart had 
made a hash of Rickie Lambert’s shot. 

It was only Davis’s second goal of the 
season, and the first goal had come 
against City as well. 

Edin Dzeko replied on the break but 
City’s misery was complete when Gareth 
Barry inexplicably passed into his own 
net.

for ourselves as well. 

“But to concede a goal when there are 
ten of players in my own area, in my own 
box, and concede a goal like that I can 
never tolerate that. 

“That is my job and that’s what we still 
need to improve.” 

Why top ten? 

It would have felt for many at half-time 
that Saints would let the lead slip. On 
several occasions that season Saints 
had scored first only to be pegged back 
or defeated. It had happened just two 
weeks’ earlier when they took a 1-0 
lead at Newcastle before Alan Pardew’s 
side came back to win 4-2. But this was 
different and Saints and Pochettino 
proved that they were able to hold on 
to a narrow lead without bottling it, to 


add to that it was a big moment for 
Saints to beat the Merseysiders. 

March 30, 2013

This match completed an incredible 
hat-trick of high-profile scalps. 

After beating defending champs 
Manchester City and Liverpool, Saints 
added European champions Chelsea to 
their list of conquests. 

Jay Rodriguez, who was beginning to 
look a new player under Pochettino, 
opened the scoring after good work by 
Rickie Lambert and Steve Davis. 

John Terry headed a 33rd-minute equalis¬ 
er from a corner, but a sublime 25-yard 
free-kick by Lambert sentenced Chelsea to 
a third straight away league defeat. 


Saints were a season’s best 13th after 
establishing a four-point safety cushion 
from the relegation places. 

Poch’s view: Asked about the impact 
he has had on the squad, the boss 
replied: “More than me, it’s the players 
that have performed well. 

“We also played other good games but 
we weren’t able to get the victories from 
them. 

“In football you can’t just deserve 
results, you have to work for them and if 
we analyse them and if we analyse this 
game we deserved to win.” 

“In front of us was Chelsea, the cham¬ 
pions of Europe, and it’s completely nor¬ 
mal that in the second half Chelsea were 
looking to get the win. 

“In the overall analysis of the game we 


deserved the win and had good chances 
to get a better result. 

“I am really happy with the performance 
of my players and especially the players 
that don’t normally get to play as much. 

“It’s important to highlight how well 
they played.” 

Why top ten? 

Chelsea had defeated Saints 5-1 in the 
FA Cup third round in January. They had 
then drawn 2-2 with the Blues at 
Stamford Bridge in Nigel Adkins’ last 
game in charge, thanks to a swashbuck¬ 
ling half-volley by Jason Puncheon. 

The massive wins over Liverpool, City 
and then this one had marked a huge 
change in confidence from the squad. To 
hold on to a tight lead and to put daylight 
between themselves and the relegation 
zone, as well as getting revenge for the 
5-1 thrashing represented a change of 
mentality from a side battling relegation 
to one being steered by Pochettino’s 
confident management to safety. The 
Argentine’s style was starting to ooze 
from the team. 

April 6, 2013 

Reading 0 Saints 2 (Rodriguez 34, 
Lallana 72) 

Nigel Adkins was pushed further 
towards relegation after his former club 
inflicted a 2-0 defeat on Reading at The 
Madejski. 

In what was only Adkins’ second game 
in charge of the Royals after replacing 
the sacked Brian McDermott, it was one 
of his signings - Jay Rodriguez - who 
gave the visitors a first half lead. Saints’ 
dominance brought further 

reward when Adam Lallana 
slotted the second 
past Adam Federici 
for his 50th senior 
goal for the club. 

It was Saints’ 
third successive 
Premier League win 
for the first time since 
2003, while Reading were 
losing for the seventh league 
game running. 

Poch’s view: “We played a very good 
game but there is still a lot of points to be 
won ahead and our goal is just the next 
game against West Ham. “What’s impor¬ 
tant is that we won and we’ve got 37 
points. “I don’t really analyse. The media 
analyses what happens on the pitch. “I’m 
a pretty relaxed person. I like to work with 
my players on the training pitch. “The 
team has been playing well and I’m proud 
of what the players are doing. 

“The club has brought me in to do a job 
and I’m doing it well so I’m just pleased 
overall. “I have been managing the team 
for ten games now and I have never spo¬ 
ken about any goals at the end of the 
season, only the next goal, the next 
objective.” 

Why top ten? 

This game had so many different con¬ 
texts. It pitched Nigel Adkins against his 
successor Mauricio Pochettino. It may 
not have been a level playing field with 
Reading on a dreadful run of results with 
relegation looming while Saints were 
pulling clear of the drop zone. This win all 
but secured their survival and it was a 
great advert for the style of play 
Pochettino was installing into a team that 
Adkins had moulded from League One 
outfit to a Premier League one. It was 
also Saints’ last win of the 2012/13 cam¬ 
paign. 



TGodSFC says... Rafa, De Boer or 
Yakinl! Get it done. For Poch this will be 
the biggest mistake of his career. Spurs 
don’t want him, but if he wants to go so 
bad, so long, Don’t think he is as good 
as he thinks he is 

Sutton Saint says... Are we surprised? 
The important thing now is to find the 
right replacement so let’s go forward 
rather than look at the grim side of 
things. Lennon has only managed a 
‘championship’ side in Scotland, Raffa 
would upset us with constant changes, 
McClaren is old hat, McKay was not a 
success at Cardiff, so...we have to look 
abroad again. They must have the quality 
football philosophy we have enjoyed over 
the last couple of years. As long as the 
money is there then we can certainly find 
more gems like Jose and Morgan. Never 
has the summer been so important for St 
Mary’s. 

Boston Saint says... I don’t understand 
the anger towards the board and RK and 
KL in particular - it was Poch’s choice to 
go... He is an overrated manager who 
never showed any loyalty to the club 
(threatening to quit last summer as well)... 
He inherited an incredibly talented team 
and only made one worthy addition, 
being Lovren..He claimed we deserved to 
win every single game (in Spanish of 
course) and the way he treated the FA 
cup this year was disgusting. Personally, 
I’m not sorry to see him go and in any 
case, his departure was his own 
choice..He’ll fail at Spurs for sure. 

lewissv says... Personally I can’t under¬ 
stand why anyone would take the Spurs 
job over Southampton. For me it’s the 
most boring job in football. They’ll never 
quite achieve what they think they should 
be achieving so will always be slightly 
disappointed.

August 17, 2013 

West Bromwich Albion 0 Saints 1 
(Lambert pen, 90) 

Rickie Lambert scored a late winner 
from the penalty spot to give Saints an 
opening-day victory at West Brom, as the 
striker capped what he described as “the 
best week of my life”. 

Lambert was just days removed from 
the birth of his daughter and then his 
England debut - in which he scored the 
decisive goal against Scotland, at 
Wembley. 

The forward beat West Brom keeper 
Ben Foster from 12 yards in the 90th 
minute, after Youssuf Mulumbu was 
judged to have tripped Luke Shaw in the 
area. It was a well-deserved victory for 
Saints, who also had a first-half Adam 
Lallana goal controversially ruled out for 
offside. Lambert’s dream week arguably 
then took a turn for the worse, as the 
club completed the signing of Roma 
striker Dani Osvaldo in a club-record deal 
24 hours after the win at the Hawthorns, 
giving him some serious competition up 
front. 

Poch’s view: “We scored a goal that 
wasn’t allowed to stand. 

“It was a legal goal and we were 
unlucky in that sense. 

“I think in the overall reading of the 
game we were superior. 

“In football nowadays you play for 
sometimes 94-95 minutes and you 
always have to believe you are going to 
win until the last whistle. 

“I want to congratulate my team 
because, even in the second half, when 
West Bromwich was pressing us quite 
hard, my team showed resolve to keep 
the result and keep it 0-0 and we were 
able to get that winning goal.” 

Why top ten? 

Saints are known for their poor starts to 
the season, but this one was different. 
After a pre-season that had caught the 
eye with several big signings, Dejan 
Lovren and Victor Wanyama with Dani 
Osvaldo following later, and training 
camps in Spain and Austria that indicat¬ 
ed Saints would be a very fit team, fans 
were licking their lips in anticipation of 
the season. It was this result that marked 
the beginning of a run of result that saw 
Saints sit third in late October as the 
country raved about Saints’ attacking 
playing style. With seven clean-sheets in 
nine games, this excellent start was out 
of the ordinary for a club used to early 
season failure. 

September 21, 2013 
Liverpool 0 Saints 1 (Lovren 53) 

Ten years on from their last victory at 
Anfield, Saints stunned early league lead¬ 
ers Liverpool thanks to Dejan Lovren’s 
second-half header. This was an out¬ 
standing performance from Mauricio 
Pochettino’s team, who blunted what 
would prove to be one of the division’s 
fiercest attacks. 

Sure, Luis Suarez was banned after bit¬ 
ing Chelsea’s Branislav Ivanovic towards 
the end of the previous season, but the 
Reds still possessed plenty of firepower. 

Artur Boruc had to make a superb save 
from a Steven Gerrard free-kick, as 
Saints resisted some first-half pressure, 
but it was the visitors who took control 
after the break. 

They edged in front when £8.5m sum¬ 
mer signing Dejan Lovren continued his 


exceptional start to the campaign, head¬ 
ing home an Adam Lallana corner shortly 
after the interval. 

Saints had chances to add a second, 
but didn’t need it, as they held on com¬ 
fortably. 

Poch’s view: “We played very well in a 
very tough stadium, so we are very 
pleased with how we played. 

“I think especially in the second half we 
were much superior to them and we 
developed how we wanted to play in the 
second half. 

“We fully believed from the outset and 
our performance was outstanding I 
thought.” 

Why top ten? 

It had become obvious that 
Pochettino’s Saints team ignored reputa¬ 
tions and were able to play with free- 
flowing attacking style at even the most 
daunting of English football stadiums. 


Liverpool lost just twice all season at 
Anfield, the other was the 2-0 defeat to 
Chelsea that pretty much cost them the 
Premier League title. Saints’ performances 
were earning huge plaudits and it wouldn’t 
be long before England boss Roy 
Hodgson came knocking for several stars. 

November 9, Hull City 
Saints 4 (Lambert 2, Lallana, 
Rodriguez) Hull 1 (Sagbo) 

Just 48 hours after being called up for 
England, Rickie Lambert, Adam Lallana 
and Jay Rodriguez led Saints’ demolition 
of Hull. 

They led after 16 minutes, as Rickie 
Lambert nodded Nathaniel Clyne’s cross 
into the path of Morgan Schneiderlin, who 
headed home from close range. Lambert 
then doubled the advantage from the 
penalty spot, after Hull keeper Steve Harper 
had felled Adam Lallana in the area. 

Lallana got in on the act with an effort 
that would ultimately be voted as the 


club’s goal of the season. The Saints 
captain showed tremendous skill and 
balance to work his way past four Hull 
players, before opening up his body to 
roll a shot past Harper and into the far 
corner. Early in the second half, the hosts 
gifted Yannick Sagbo a goal, but Hull 
never really threatened to truly get back 
into the match. The points were wrapped 
up late on, when Rodriguez flicked the 
ball to Clyne down the right, with the full¬ 
back’s low cross finding Steven Davis, 
who beat Harper for 4-1. 

Poch’s view: “I am very happy. I want 
to congratulate all of my players. They 
put in an amazing performance - all of 
them. 

“They had a great performance and I 
am very pleased with all of them.” 

Why top ten? 

It reflects hugely on a manager’s abili¬ 
ties when his players get international

recognition. This result was a combina¬ 
tion of continuation of excellent perfor¬ 
mances, the club reaching third in the 
Premier League and a celebration of 
three players getting England call-ups. It 
was a party atmosphere at St Mary’s as 
they dismantled Hull. 

February 1, 2014 

Fulham 0 Saints 3 (Lallana 64, Lambert 
70, Rodriguez 79) 

England manager Roy Hodgson 
watched on as Adam Lallana, Rickie 
Lambert and Jay Rodriguez all got on the 
score sheet in a fine Saints display. 

The trio were in superb form at Craven 
Cottage, although it took over an hour for 
the visitors to make the breakthrough. 
Lallana was the one who bagged the first 
of Saints’ three goals, racing onto 
Lambert’s beautifully-weighted pass 
down the inside left channel and firing a 
low shot into the far corner. 

Lambert then doubled the lead, with a 


crisp finish from Nathaniel Clyne’s low 
ball across goal, but the best was saved 
for last. Lambert played a stunning, curl¬ 
ing pass from deep in his own half that 
picked out Rodriguez’s run down the 
left. He then cut inside and bent a glori¬ 
ous shot into the far top corner to make 
it 3-0. 

Poch’s view: “It was very important 
that the three strikers got goals and got 
on the scoresheet and that’s always 
going to increase their chances of mak¬ 
ing it to the World Cup in Brazil. 

“I think in the first half we were a bit 
mistaken about our set up. 

“We knew Fulham were going to be 
defending deep and would be wanting to 
close down the spaces for us and that 
they were going to be trying to go on the 
counter attack. 

“In the second half we corrected cer¬ 
tain positions and that allowed us to get 
the goal.” 


Why top ten? 

This was an outstanding performance 
by Saints. Even though Fulham were one 
of the weakest teams in the league and 
were eventually relegated it was a classy 
display. It was a game that encapsulated 
what Saints stood for under Pochettino - 
pressing, energetic and attractive. There 
were also fears at this point following the 
departure of Nicola Cortese that 
Pochettino would go, but this nullified the 
supposed meltdown at St Mary’s. 

March 8, 2014 
Crystal Palace 0 Saints 1 
(Rodriguez 37) 

Saints beat Crystal Palace to record a 
sixth away win of the season, marking a 
new club record in the Premier League 
era. 

Jay Rodriguez gave the visitors the lead 
with one of the stranger goals of his 
career, racing clear and winning a 50-50 
outside the area with Palace keeper 


Julian Speroni. As he fell onto his back¬ 
side, the Saints forward was able to 
stroke the ball into the empty net from 25 
yards. 

Rickie Lambert nearly doubled the lead 
before half-time, but his deft finish from 
ten yards struck the post and went to 
safety. 

Palace gave as good as they got, 
though, and were able to put Saints 
under pressure in the second half, but 
the visitors were composed throughout 
and did well to hold on to their slender 
advantage. 

Poch’s view: “I thought it was a really 
tough game. 

“This was one of the toughest stadiums 
I have had to come to in the Premier 
League. 

“I thought that we were playing against 
a team that presses quite high, that 
demands from you quite a big physical 
effort and, despite that, we played our 
way, the way we know how to.“ 

“We always kept the ball on the pitch 
despite the ground not being in that great 
condition. 

“I think overall the victory was well 
deserved by my team.” 

Why top ten? 

Linder the management of Tony Pulis 
Palace were a tough side to beat. 
Typically of Pulis’ teams, the Londoners 
were physical, strong and direct - they 
had lost just twice in eight games at 
home since the former Stoke boss was 
hired, but Saints were able to snatch a 1- 
0 win and set the away wins record. 

March 29, 2014 

Saints 4 (Rodriguez 45, 89, Lambert 49, 
Lallana 70) Newcastle 0 

This was arguably the most one-sided 
contest that Saints were involved in all 
season, as they destroyed Newcastle at 
St Mary’s. 

The Magpies, aside from their out¬ 
standing keeper Rob Elliot, offered 
almost no resistance from start to fin¬ 
ish. 

In the end, 4-0 was about the least that 
Saints deserved. Despite battering 
Newcastle early on, it wasn’t until the 
stroke of half-time that the hosts took the 
lead, Steven Davis playing in Rickie 
Lambert, who squared for Jay Rodriguez 
to tap in. 

Lambert then volleyed in from close 
range after being picked out by Adam 
Lallana’s cross, before Lallana himself 
drove a stunning 25-yard shot into the 
top corner for 3-0. 

A miserable day for former Saints man¬ 
ager Alan Pardew was then capped when 
Rodriguez fired through Elliot’s legs late 
on. 

Poch’s view: “I am very happy. The 
performance was amazing. 

“I am very happy for the players and 
very happy for the supporters. 

“We had an amazing performance and 
not just the final result but the way that 
we played was outstanding.” 

Why top ten? 

Newcastle and Saints had been in a 
two team mini-league for much for the 
season. It was the battle for eighth place. 
It should have been a far more equal 
affair but Saints were that good and 
Newcastle were that poor. 

Although, by this point, Saints had 
nothing to play for, with Europe out of 
reach, it was a performance of a side that 
still had the desire to impress. 


Dorssaints says... Murat Yakin would 
take us further. We should expect to 
see two players leave a season, Ajax 
do, Arsenal do why should we not 
expect to? We have £50m to spend 
with the money from Shaw; let’s get a 
keeper left back centre back, striker 
and winger, 5 players in Lallana and 
Shaw look likely to go, but we end up 
stronger and finish above Spurs! The 
future is bright the future is red and 
white!

In the previous 18 months, we have 
sacked Nigel, Nicola resigned, we 
inherited a new board and MoPo 
resigned. We need stability. The future 
rests in Katharina’s commitment to 
Markus’ passion. Given the investment 
in the board, scouts and training 
ground, she is taking the necessary 
steps to show me she is committed. I 
respect what MoPo did for us, but 
there is always room for improvement. I 
wish him well, yet I want to win match¬ 
es (score goals) when we have 65%+ 
possession. We can improve. I look for¬ 
ward to a very positive summer and to 
attending more matches in 
Southampton next year.

Teams to watch in World Cup's extravaganza 


World stars 
who miss out 

THE major talking points of World Cup 
squad selections are often not 
focused on those players selected but 
instead on those who have not made 
it to the finals. 

Here The Pink analyses a talented 
list of high-profile missing men. 

Phillipe Coutinho - Midfielder - 
Brazil - Age 20 

A key man during Brendan 
Rodger's Liverpool revolution, amass¬ 
ing 50 appearances this season while 
contributing eight goals and seven 
assists. But Brazil coach Luiz Felipe 
Scolari deemed him surplus to 
requirements. He certainly has a bright 
future and time is still on his side to 
make an impact at international level. 

Isco - Midfielder - Spain - Age 22 

Made the move from Malaga to Real 
Madrid last summer and became an 
instant hit at the Bernabeu, scoring a 
late goal against Real Betis in the 
club's first home league fixture of the 
season. The promising midfielder 
made over 30 appearances this term, 
but Spain are blessed with a plethora 
of talent in the middle. 

Javier Pastore - Forward - 
Argentina - Age 24 

The Paris St Germain attacker was 
one of the first big-money signings 
fuelled by Qatari investment at the 
Parc des Princes back in the summer 
of 2011. He was included in Diego 
Maradona's World Cup squad four 
years ago but has struggled to break 
into Laurent Blanc's starting XI in 
Paris, making a just 12 league starts 
this season. 

Samir Nasri - Midfielder - France - 
Age 26

The Azzurri fully expect to go deep into 
the tournament and challenge the top 
sides - and that’s bad news for England. 

Cesare Prandelli’s squad, who finished 
runners-up at Euro 2012 and came in third 
at last year’s Confederations Cup, are in 
England’s group. 

“Brazil, Argentina, Germany and Spain 
are the favourites, and then there is us, 
Uruguay, England, Holland, Belgium, 
Colombia and Japan,” Prandelli said. “But 
we can do well against the best. 

“I don’t fear facing the top teams. 

“I would like to eventually face Brazil, 
Argentina, Spain and other top teams in 
the competition with courage.” 

The Italians went unbeaten in the quali¬ 
fying phase, conceding just nine goals 
while scoring 19 to top their group. 

Defence is traditionally Italy’s strength, 
and that is what Prandelli expects to have 
this summer.

IVORY COAST 

FANS hoping for that elusive 
first win for an African nation 
will be looking to Ivory Coast 
once again. In truth, though, 
their moment may have 
passed. With star men like 
Didier Drogba coming to the 
end of their careers, this is 
surely the final final chance for 
their perennially under-per¬ 
forming golden generation. 
There is also concern over a 
fatigued Yaya Toure, who 
picked up an injury on the final 
day of Manchester City’s suc¬ 
cessful Premier League cam¬ 
paign. “It’s clear that if Ivory 
Coast hopes to go far it will 
depend upon a successful 
World Cup from Yaya Toure,” 
said coach Sabri Lamouchi. 


Pirlo, who will have club team-mate 
Claudio Marchisio by his side. 

Roma’s Daniele De Rossi is also all but 
guaranteed a place in the Azzurri midfield. 

The Italians’ dilemma, as always, 
remains the attack. 

Prandelli received good news when 
Fiorentina’s Giuseppe Rossi was made 
available for selection. Rossi was out of 
action for four months after suffering a 
knee injury in January. He recently 
returned to playing. 

Temperamental AC Milan forward Mario 
Balotelli, who was Italy’s top scorer in 
qualifying with five goals, is set to make 
the squad. 

Balotelli has faced criticism after some of 
his performances this season, scoring 14 
times in 29 Serie A appearances. 

That wasn’t enough to help Milan qualify 
for Europe next season. 

There is a big question mark over Roma’s 
top scorer, Mattia Destro. He was last 
month left out of a national team selection 
for breaching Prandelli’s code of conduct 
for indiscipline at club level. 

Prandelli has warned all players that he 
will not tolerate further misbehaviour. 

“The players of the national team must 
have the strength not to fall into provoca¬ 
tion at the World Cup,” Prandelli said. 

Serie A’s top scorer Ciro Immobile is like¬ 
ly to battle for a starting place. 

He was included in Prandelli’s prelimi¬ 
nary squad after an impressive campaign 
with Torino which saw him find the back 
of the net 22 times in 33 
league appearances. 

The good news for 
Prandelli is that the play¬ 
ers should be well rested. 

Only Juventus this year 
reached the semi-final 
stages of a European club 
competition. 

The Italians may have 
designs on going far at the 
World Cup but they will 
have a challenge from the 
start. 

The Azzurri are in 
Group D with England, 
Uruguay and Costa Rica. 

Italy begin their adven¬ 
ture against England in 
Manaus on June 14. 

They then face Costa 
Rica in Recife six days 
later and end the group 
stages against Uruguay in 
Natal on June 24. 

“Our first aim is to 
progress from the group 
stages,” Prandelli said. 
“We all have to under¬ 
stand that we are in a par¬ 
ticularly difficult group. 

“We will need 23 players 
in top condition and I 
believe if we arrive to the 
tournament in good form, 
then we can have a great 
tournament.” 

The Azzurri have won 
the tournament four 
times, including eight 
years ago in Germany. 

“It’s always beautiful to 
dream,” Prandelli said. 
“We would like to go as 
far as we can in the com¬ 
petition. 

“We travel to Brazil 
determined to obtain the 
maximum.”

Could Belgium upset the 
odds at the World Cup? 


SPAIN, the back-to-back European 
Championship winners and current 
holders of the FIFA World Cup, have 
been unbeatable. 

Their attractive style of play encompasses 
a combination of passing the opposition to 
death whilst constantly pressing them, and 
starving them of any attacking impetus. 

However, they are starting to show signs 
of mortality, having laboured until the final 
of their second continental victory. 

Then, in last year’s Confederations Cup, 
they suffered a crushing 3-0 defeat to Brazil 
in the final and only managed a nervy 
penalty shoot-out win against Cesare 
Prandelli’s Italy to get there. 

So, as the utter dominance of Spain begins 
to fade, perhaps the time is right for one of 
the less favoured nations to stake a claim 
for dominance. 

Perennial underperformers Belgium have 
been poor in recent years, with their nation¬ 
al side having not qualified for a major tour¬ 
nament since the 2002 World Cup. 

Their success has matched the size of their 
country and not the soccer tradition that 
was created by the golden teams of the 1980s 
and ‘90s that came second in Euro 1980 and 
fourth in the 1986 World Cup. 

However, it seems the tide has now begun 


ity and style of play is dictated by the irre¬ 
pressible trickery and guile of Hazard, pic¬ 
tured below, and Kevin De Bruyne, the 
power of Axel Witsel, and smoothness of 
Dembele.

This may point to an improved squad at 
FIFA World Cup 2018 due to the strength-in- 
depth, as well as the youth of the current 
squad, which is in their favour. 

Perhaps if they fail in Rio, Russia will 
await them with open arms. 

However, one thing is certain; they will be 
a dominant force in the world of football in 
the near future.

coming out of the Flemish country of late, 
and the vast majority are now plying their 
trade in the Premier League. 

Marouane Fellaini and Christian Benteke 
have been cultured in sterling academies 
such as Standard Liege and Genk, while 
many others learned their trade abroad, 
moving to far flung European academies at 
tender ages to pursue a career at a higher 
standard of sporting prowess.

AND so he leaves. After weeks of specula¬ 
tion Mauricio Pochettino finally left for the 
bright lights of the capital city. 

I must be getting old or perhaps the revolving 
exit door that sits at the front of St Mary’s has 
worn me down, but I’m really not that con¬ 
cerned at the Argentine’s departure. Really I’m 
not. 

It was hardly a surprise he left. When a man¬ 
ager accepts a job that already has an occupant 
you can hardly be surprised when, further on 
down the line, he deserts you for a better offer. 

Likewise, we cannot feign outrage when we 
treated his predecessor so shabbily - Nigel 
Adkins left an impressive legacy and deserved 
so much better than what he got. Mauricio 
Pochettino was never going to be a long term 
option. Sadly, these days, few managers are. 

It’s heart-breaking to be a football fan. 
Football is a sport, it’s a mixture of ups and 
downs, highs and lows and is often an emotion¬ 
al rollercoaster. 

The key word there is emotion, football is 
partly powered by emotion. How else can you 
explain fans paying such exorbitant sums for 
season tickets without knowing what our 
prospects are for the following season? 

Could you imagine a theatre goer paying over 
a grand upfront for theatre tickets not knowing 
what the production is or who the stars are? 

Football fans do so year after year. They can’t 
change teams or go for a cheaper option, their 
team is in their blood. 

We’re often told, when players or managers 
leave a club, that’s business and if we ordinary 
folk were offered a job elsewhere for more 
money and a better contract, we’d take it at the 
drop of a hat. 

This is true. However, when said player/man¬ 
ager then cites what a wonderful club it is he 
joining and what wonderful history it has, they 
blow it. 

It’s a cheap play on the emotions of the fans, 
it’s a trite cliche rolled out to placate the fans. 

No employee in the history of employment 
has worried more about the history of their 
employer than the salary, the financial package 
and the holiday arrangements. 

When did you last hear a friend boasting to 
you about the job they got at, say, British Gas 
and what a wonderful history the company 
has? 

No, they’ll be more concerned about pay and 
conditions than the company’s history. 

History is just a trump card used as a decider 
on when discussing: “My team’s better than 
your team.” 

It is of no use whatsoever in real life. History 
defines were you are up to right now, but it’s 
the here and now that compels us to attend 
games. No football fan goes to St Mary’s to rem¬ 


inisce on the good ol’ days, they go 
there for the game, the present tense. 

Past meetings have no bearing on 
the game that’s going on in front of 
you. No one cares if Manchester 
United have won the last ten encoun¬ 
ters, it has no impact on the game 
whatsoever, it’s akin to having an 
argument with a Frenchman about 
who’s better, England or France and 
him bringing up the battle of Hastings. 

And it’s the mention of Tottenham’s 
history by Pochettino that rankles the 
most. 

If you’re an up-and-coming manager 
looking for silverware then surely 
Tottenham Hotspur are the last club 
you’d want to join. 

They’ve won one trophy, the League 
Cup, in 25 years and have qualified for the 
Champions League just once in the last 10. 

In fact, in that 25 year period Tottenham have 
gone through 20 managers, both full time and 
interim - the Spurs job is hardly what you 
would call a steady one. 

Tottenham are one of those clubs that are per¬ 
ceived as being a big club but there’s little evi¬ 
dence to back that up. 

Their ground capacity is 36,310, just 4,000 
seats more than St Mary’s. 

They have a history that most definitely 
involves more silverware than us but history is 
irrelevant the moment the season begins. 

If you have any Tottenham fans as friends and 
they boast about their history, ask them to 
name a player from their title winning sides of 
1950-51 or 1960-61? 

It may be controversial to say it, but unless 
you saw it or were there then you’re just quot¬ 
ing facts from history. 

Unless you experience that event it’s mean¬ 
ingless. 

In short, thank you Mauricio. 

I’m sure I’m not alone in finding it amusing 
that you were looking to work with a world 
class squad of players, conveniently forgetting 
the team full of internationals you’ve left 
behind. 

In closing, Mauricio Pochettino has left the 
building, as did Nigel Adkins and Alan Pardew 
before him. 

Each time the club has surprised the so called 
experts and improved the management situa¬ 
tion rather than depleting it. 

Until I hear from the Liebherrs, who have 
never let this football club down, I’ll reserve my 
judgement and place my faith in the people who 
saved this club from certain oblivion and 
turned us into the club everyone wants. 

In short, hold on tight, show a little faith and 
who knows, in six months’ time Mauricio 
Pochettino may well be long forgotten.

January 16,2014 

After weeks of rumours, Nicola Cortese, 
the executive chairman responsible for hir¬ 
ing Mauricio Pochettino, departed St 
Mary’s. Club owner Katharina Liebherr, the 
daughter of the late Markus Liebherr, who 
bought the club with Cortese in 2009, had 
returned to Saints with plans to become 
more involved in the general running of the 
club. 

Pochettino’s perspective: Cortese and 
Pochettino had a good working relation¬ 
ship. Pochettino was Cortese’s man and 
had said in the past that he wouldn’t be 
involved in the club if it wasn’t for the 
Swiss Italian banker. That instantly fuelled 
rumours that the Argentine would be the 
next to go. 

The Daily Echo reported... 

SAINTS’ executive chairman Nicola 
Cortese sensationally quit the club last 
night after a day of drama at St Mary’s. 
And... MAURICIO Pochettino is today 
expected to reveal whether he will follow 
Nicola Cortese out of the St Mary’s exit 
door. 

January 17,2014 

Mauricio Pochettino defused what was 
being described as the beginning of a 
‘meltdown’ at St Mary’s following the 
departure of Cortese by announcing that 
he would be staying the club for the time 
being. 

Pochettino’s perspective... It was a day 

where he must have felt like a hero. Every 
fan was waiting eagerly for what he was

going to say. Was he going to stay? Had 
he left already? Was he actually going to 
follow Cortese out the door?

The five-year plan was unaf¬ 
fected. For most, the end of the season 
was far enough away that debate over his 
future could wait, a more pressing matter 
was the performance of team. 

The Daily Echo reported... Mauricio 
Pochettino has pledged his immediate 
future to Saints in the wake of Nicola 
Cortese’s departure - but has refused to 
give any guarantees over his long-term 
status. 

January 21,2014 

Following speculation of takeovers by a 
Chinese conglomerate, which proved to 
be false, and who would work in what 
capacity at Saints, Katharina Liebherr 
announced that she would be creating a 
new board to run the club. 

Having a new 
board would affect who he’d ultimately 
answer to. Budgets, ambitions and philos¬ 
ophy could change because of the new 
hierarchy. Pochettino may have made the 
decision to leave at the end of the season 
as soon as Cortese left or it may have 
been that Pochettino wanted to see how 


things panned out with a new board in 
place at St Mary’s. This could have been 
the beginning of analysis from Pochettino 
of the people operating above him at the 
club. 

The Daily Echo reported... Katharina 
Liebherr intends to appoint a full board of 
directors to oversee the running of Saints. 

March 13, 2014 

The arrival of Ralph Krueger after spending 
the Sochi Winter Olympics with the 
Canadian Ice hockey team, marked anoth¬ 
er turn in the direction of the club. He was 
a far different prospect to Cortese. 

Krueger announced the club was not for 
sale. 

Pochettino’s perspective... Yet another 
change in the hierarchy above him. There 
must have been uncomfortable moments 
for the Argentine with uncertainty about 
the club’s future plans. He would have 
already known that the Saints job had 
already improved his stock and would lead 
to offers from other clubs. 

The Daily Echo reported... NEW chair¬ 
man Ralph Krueger has ushered in a fresh 
era at Saints and emphatically stated that 
the club is not for sale. 

The 54-year-old Canadian-born German 
was officially unveiled yesterday as the 
successor to Nicola Cortese, who depart¬ 


ed in January. 

March 15, 2014 

Following the arrival of Ralph Krueger, 
Pochettino confirmed that he is planning in 
the long term at Saints. It was an indica¬ 
tion for Saints that Pochettino would be 
open to a contract offer and may sign if 
the terms are right, although he was likely 
just waiting for another offer before staying 
with Saints for another year. 

Pochettino’s perspective... He was com¬ 
fortable with the presence of Ralph 
Krueger and the new board and would 
consider a future at Saints, or that’s the 
persona he wished to give off anyway. 

The Daily Echo reported... Mauricio 
Pochettino has insisted he is happy at 
Saints and is planning for the long term - 
although he would not confirm if he has 
entered into negotiations over a new con¬ 
tract. 

March 19, 2014 

The lack of experience of football from the 
Saints board had fuelled speculation that 
they could be an easy target, meaning 
other clubs would be able to lure their 
stars away from St Mary’s. But Krueger 
came out to reassure fans that wouldn’t 
happen. Nicola Cortese was known as a 
no-nonsense business man, the new 
board wanted to prove that they were able 
to hold their own. 

Pochettino’s perspective... It is clear that 
this board are operating in a completely 
different way to how Cortese did, perhaps 
this didn’t sit well with Pochettino. 

The Daily Echo reported... Saints chair¬ 
man Ralph Krueger says he has no con¬ 
cerns about agents attempting to take 
advantage of his inexperience in football. 

March 28, 2014 

Following speculation that he’d be leaving 
for another club, Pochettino admitted that 
he won’t be discussing a new contract 
until the end of the season. 

Pochettino’s perspective... Everything is 
in his hands. Saints want him to stay and 
he’s able to keep them as ‘back-up’ if a 
better offer doesn’t turn up. There will 
always be a job for him at St Mary’s. 
Perhaps his motives were different and he 
was genuinely waiting on what the board 
proposed for the future, but following his 
move to Spurs it’s hard to see that he 
wasn’t plotting at this point.

The Daily Echo reported... Mauricio 
Pochettino doesn’t intend to discuss his 
future with Saints until the season is over. 
He is adamant he wishes to focus on 
pushing his team to the highest possible 
Premier League finish. Poch also reiterated 
that extending his current contract is not a 
priority to him, although he conceded the 
club may view it differently. 

There has been fevered speculation as to 
whether the popular manager, whose deal 
expires at the end of next season, will 
remain at St Mary’s long term following 
the departure of Nicola Cortese in January. 

April 12, 2014 

Pochettino admits he wants to stay in the 
Premier League. Stay in the Premier 
League, yes, With Saints? No. 
Pochettino’s perspective... Well, that’s 
indicated to clubs in England that he might 
be open to offers. He knows that he’s got 
Saints playing incredible football and other 
teams will be after that style. 

The Daily Echo reported... Mauricio 
Pochettino is adamant he sees his future 
in the Premier League. 

Pochettino’s contract situation continues 
to dominate his weekly press conferences 
as the season comes towards a close, 
with the Saints manager having just one 
further year remaining on his current deal. 
He also continues to be linked with big 
jobs across Europe on an almost daily 
basis, but wants to stay in England - 
though he admits “all possibilities are 
open”. 

April 26, 2014 

Les Reed states that the club will try to 
keep hold of star players and manager. 
Some intent from the board and a big 
reassurance for the fans who are worrying 
about the future of stars. 

Pochettino’s perspective... Knows he is a 
popular figure among the Saints player, he 
has created an outstanding team spirit. 

The Daily Echo reported... Les Reed has 
moved to reassure Saints fans that the 
club’s board will fight to keep hold of their 
star players and manager. 

The Saints director, who is in charge of 
football operations at St Mary’s, yesterday 
took the unusual step of addressing the 
media before Mauricio Pochettino’s 
scheduled weekly pre-match press confer¬ 
ence ahead of today’s game against 


Everton. He gave a passionate statement 
in which he slammed reports that big 
name players such as Luke Shaw and 
Adam Lallana were on the verge of agree¬ 
ing huge money moves away from the 
club. 

May 12,2014 

Pochettino offered a new deal at Saints as 
the club pin their hopes on a bumper new 
contract keeping the Argentinean at the 
club. 

Pochettino perspective... A great situa¬ 
tion to be in from his point of view, with a 
new more financially rewarding offer on 
the table for Saints. He had the power. 

The Daily Echo reported... SAINTS have 
tabled a contract offer to Mauricio 
Pochettino in a bid to prevent him leaving 
the club this summer. 

Pochettino is a prime candidate for the 
Tottenham job and has continually said he 
wishes to put off talks over his future until 
the end of the season. Behind the scenes, 
though, discussions are believed to have 
taken place already and the Daily Echo 
understands that Saints have indeed 
offered what they believe to be a very 
generous new deal. 

There has been an increasing sense of 
unease at St Mary’s in recent weeks 
about whether Pochettino will stay with 


the manager having just one year left on 
his current contract and Spurs said to be 
circling for him 

May 14, 2014 

Tim Sherwood is sacked by Tottenham. 
The Argentine is linked with the Spurs job, 
rumours continue, but nothing official yet. 
Pochettino’s perspective... The contact 
from Spurs had likely been made, follow¬ 
ing Tim Sherwood’s departure from White 
Hart Lane. He needed to decide between 
staying on the south coast and moving to 
London. 

The Daily Echo reported... Mauricio 
Pochettino’s future has been cast further 
into doubt after Tottenham sacked Tim 
Sherwood and made the Saints boss their 
number one target. 

Sherwood was axed yesterday after less 
than six months in charge at White Hart 
Lane, with Spurs chairman Daniel Levy 
said to have placed Pochettino, at the top 
of the list to replace him. 

May 27, 2014 

Rumours of Pochettino’s departure turned 
into something more concrete. Social 
media was abuzz with speculation; it 
seemed it was only a matter of time 
before Saints would be looking for a new 
boss. 


Pochettino’s perspective... Well, by this 
point he’d obviously turned his back on 
Saints. No matter how good the contract 
offer was from Saints, he wanted to move 
on. 

The Daily Echo reported... Saints are 
bracing themselves for the exit of manag¬ 
er Mauricio Pochettino. 

The Saints boss has emerged as 
Tottenham’s leading candidate to replace 
Tim Sherwood and talks are understood 
to be ongoing as the White Hart Lane 
club look to confirm the Argentinean as 
their new manager this week. 

Pochettino has one year remaining on 
his current Saints deal and has stalled 
on signing a bumper new contract, 
prompting unease at St Mary’s as the 
feeling grew that he was waiting to see 
what developed at Spurs. 

May 28, 2014 

Pochettino resigns. Whether he decided 
that he was going in January or when 
the offer came in from Spurs it doesn’t 
matter, the board were unable to con¬ 
vince him to stay. After the board stated 
they weren’t to be taken for a ride in 
March, losing a highly popular and suc¬ 
cessful manager is a major embarrass¬ 
ment. Speculation was rife that the vul¬ 
tures were circling for Saints’ star play¬ 
ers too. Could it be the beginning of an 
exodus from St Mary’s? 

Pochettino’s perspective... Perhaps he 
wasn’t happy with the direction the 
board wanted to take the club. Perhaps 
he was waiting for a better offer, only 
using Saints as a stepping-stone. Maybe 
he had intended to leave since Cortese’s 
departure. It could have been that he felt 
that he’d taken Saints as far as he could 
and wanted a new challenge. The reality 
is that he’d gone and Saints’ situation, 
on the face of it, was looking more and 
more desperate. 

The Daily Echo reported... Saints face 
a battle to prevent a summer exodus 
from St Mary’s as increasing unease 
spreads in the dressing room following 
the departure of Mauricio Pochettino. 

The Daily Echo understands that a num¬ 
ber of senior players are upset over 
Pochettino’s decision to quit Saints for 
Tottenham, which was confirmed last 
night, and are considering their own 
futures at the club as a result.

“This is a fresh challenge for him 
and I think it will do him good.” 

Bentley is the first player to have 
been signed on contract since 
Malone, accompanied by ex- 
Eastleigh chairman Paul Murray, 


returned to the City helm last 
spring. 

“We believe it’s in the best inter¬ 
ests of both the club and the play¬ 
er,” said Malone. “For us, it stops 
the insecurity of someone knocking 
on our door every week wanting to 
take him away. 

“And if Warren has success, we 
most certainly would not stand in 
his way if a bigger club came in for 
him. If someone decent did come in, 
we’d be happy to let him go at the 
right price.” 

With Charlie Austin - a prolific 
scorer for Poole during their 
Sydenhams Wessex League days - 
now heading for the Premier 
League with QPR, there is living 
proof that Step 5 players can go 


all the way to the top. 

“Warren’s got a brand new job in 
teaching but I presume that if an 
opportunity of league football came 
along he would have to consider it,” 
said Malone. “If he does well for us 
next season, it’s possible a pro club 
might look at him, but he’s 24 and 
not 19, so it would probably have to 
be now or never. 

“When Forbesy was at City, sever¬ 
al Football League clubs came close 
to signing him. But once he moved 
to Eastleigh, where goal scoring 
was obviously tougher, the oppor¬ 
tunity never arose again. 

“If Charlie Austin was (in his 
Wessex days) a better player than 
Forbesy (in his Wessex days), I will 
eat my faithful hat!”

“I never wanted to leave on a 
sour note after 11 years, but 
I felt the new regime showed 
me no respect whatsoever. 


“I had been considering my 
future anyway, but when I 
heard what was happening, I 
thought I would stand down 
rather than get sacked. 

“I feel let down and it is a 
horrible way to end my time 
with a club so close to my 
heart.” 

Meanwhile, Bash secretary 
and interim executive mem¬ 
ber Tim Allan resigned from 
all positions at last week’s 
annual general meeting - just 
19 days after being co-opted 
onto the club’s committee.

AS one of the main driving 
forces behind Sholing’s incred¬ 
ibly successful youth and 
reserve team set-up, player 
development is what spurs 
Dave Fear on.

Millers want 
boss who 
can ‘muck in’ 

TOTTON & Eling chairman Angus 
Steel says the club need “a bit more 
than just a football manager” to 
replace departed duo Stuart and 
Matt Hussey. 

The Sydenhams Premier Division 
outfit have already had several 
enquiries - including some from for¬ 
mer Millers players - for the vacant 
post. 

“A number of ex-players have rung 
me and I’ve had several other calls,” 
said Steel. 

“We’ll probably get half a dozen 
people in for a chat and see what 
they’ve got to offer the club. 

“We’ll choose someone best suit¬ 
ed to the way Totton & Eling is run. 

“We need a bit more than just a 
manager, we need someone who 
can muck in.” 

Since succeeding Ed Holmes in 
the chair last Christmas, Steel has 
worked closely with the Husseys to 
keep the Millers afloat both on and 
off the pitch. 

“It’s sad to see Stu and Matt go,” 
he said. “There has been a lot of 
wrangling behind the scenes which 
can be destabilising for the football 
team and I thought they did a very 
good job under the circumstances. 

“I’ve never been involved in a club 
that’s lost 7-0 before but I can 
understand why it happens. When 
the chairman goes and you lose 
people upstairs, it affects the team. 

“Matt and Stu got us through to 
the end of the season and only ever 
did good for the club. I’d like to say 
thank you and good luck to them.” 

Steel himself is staying put and 
has positive plans in the pipeline 
having got the Millers on a stable 
financial footing. 

“I’ve managed to get the club out 
of debt, I’ve got some sponsors 
coming in and we’ve got a lovely 
ground,” he said. 

“What we need now is a few more 
people helping out as volunteers 
and a good, hard-working manager 
who will muck in as well as run the 
team. 

“I’ve got some sponsors coming in 
and we’re going to build a bar this 
summer for hospitality after games.” 

When T&E first moved in at Little 
Testwood Farm in 2010 they had to 
decamp to the local pub after 
games. 

Since 2011 they have used the bar 
of their Southern League neighbours 
AFC Totton but have had no means 
of generating income of their own. 

“I’ve already got the money to 
build a bar and I’ve been to see the 
town clerk at Totton & Eling Town 
Council,” Steel explained. “We’ll 
build a temporary log cabin to start 
with which will hopefully generate a 
bit of income to keep the club going. 

“We’re taking on a veterans’ side 
who will play at the ground every 
other week and these boys like a 
few beers after games. 

“We also get quite a few walkers 
going past on their way to Testwood 
Lakes, so it could be used by the 
local community.”

I think (T&E top scorer) Dougie Rowe will be 
signing for them. 

“If I hadn’t had the Sholing offer, I can’t say 
for sure whether I’d have carried on at T&E or 
not. We had to build three sides there in one 
season and you can only take so many knocks 

“Matt’s not walking away from football for¬ 
ever. He’s still got a lot of hunger, he just 
needs a bit of time out. 

“For me, I’m looking forward to a new chal¬ 
lenge at Sholing and will give Feary and 
Marshy my 100 per cent backing. 

“I appreciate them and (Sholing chairman) 
Dave Diaper offering me the role and I’ll sup¬ 
port them in any way I can. 

“It’s a great opportunity to join a club who 
have just got promoted and won the FA Vase.” 

Ex-Saints and Bournemouth striker Puckett 
is also discussing a possible coaching post 
with the Boatmen.

TOTTON WOULD HAVE FALLEN 
APART WITHOUT US - HUSSEY 


Departing boss hails professionalism of 
management team ami club chairman 


DEPARTING co-boss 
Stuart Hussey believes 
Totton & Eling would 
“fallen apart” last season 
but for the loyalty and 
professionalism of the 
management team and 
the arrival of chairman 
Angus Steel. 

Hussey, his brother and co¬ 
boss Matt and coach Dave 
Puckett are all moving on this 
summer after 16 months at 
Millers Park, writes WENDY 
GEE. 

By his own admission, the 
younger Hussey, pictured 
right, has not particularly 
enjoyed his time at T&E, but 
he feels an overwhelming 
sense of pride at seeing the job 
through under the most try¬ 
ing of circumstances. 

Working against a backdrop 
of behind-the-scenes 

upheavals and a huge 
turnover of players, the 
Husseys and Puckett some¬ 
how managed to steer the club 
to Sydenhams Premier 
Division safety with four cru¬ 
cial wins in their last nine 
league games. 

Plagued by player injuries 
and unavailability, relegation 
looked inevitable at one stage 
and, with no social facilities at 
Millers Park, it was doubly 
difficult to keep team spirit 
high. 

But the Husseys soldiered 
on in the face of adversity and, 
together with Steel - who 


replaced former chairman Ed 
Holmes at the helm - they 
managed to pull off ‘mission 
impossible.’ 

“It’s the lowest finish (18th) 
we’ve ever had, but it’s the 
hardest we’ve ever worked,” 
said Stuart, the younger of the 
Hussey brothers. 

“We kept professionalism 
high and did all we could to 
get the best possible squad out 
for every game and I believe 
that’s what kept us up. 

“Anyone who knows any¬ 
thing about T&E knows what 
a difficult job it is and we 
leave there proud of 
what we’ve done. 

“The chair- 
z man Angus 

ajm Steel is a good 
I mate and we 
yj part on good 
/fk t m terms and 
♦ *jjr wish him and 
the club well. 
“If it hadn’t 
been for myself, Matt 
and Dave sticking around and 
Angus coming in, I honestly 
don’t think there would have 
been a Totton & Eling. It 
would have fallen apart.” 

The Husseys have made two 
or three suggestions to Steel 
about a possible replacement 
and believe that enthusiasm 
and hard work will be key 
qualifications. 

“T&E need someone as hun¬ 
gry as I was when I took the 
job last year,” said Stuart. 

“Getting a team together and 
keeping the camaraderie 
going is a difficult job. 


“And it’s not easy going into 
(neighbours) AFC Totton’s 
bar after games, not for any 
bad reason but because it 
doesn’t belong to the club. 

“If someone were to ask me 
if I enjoyed my time at T&E I’d 
have to say no. But did I enjoy 
working with Matt, Dave, 
Angus and the other people 
that helped us out there, then 
yes. 

“I’m extremely proud of the 
job we did, which was proba¬ 
bly the hardest we’ve had in 
management. 

“I genuinely feel it’s an 
achievement for T&E just to 
have stayed in the league and 
for us to have stuck by the 
club all season when people 
kept telling us they couldn’t 
believe we were still there. 

“It’s hard to walk away 
because we got entwined with 
the club. Not only did we man¬ 
age the team but we con¬ 
tributed financially as well 
and brought the family along 
to help out on match days. 

“But we can walk away 
incredibly proud of the effort 
and commitment we’ve 
shown. 

“The quality of the expertise 
we had to offer was probably 
wasted on some of the players 
who couldn’t commit to the 
club. But that’s taking noth¬ 
ing away from those lads who 
did show commitment and 
fought hard to keep us in the 
league. 

“At one point, I was con¬ 
vinced we were going to be 
relegated.”

MICKY Hubbard has 
tipped former Poole 
Town teammate 
Charlie Austin to light 
up the Premier League 
next season.

Hampshire Cricket Spotlight 




IT IS surely only a matter of 
time before James Vince 
becomes Hampshire’s latest 
England player. 

For many years now Hampshire 
have been polishing this gem of a 
batsman, a contemporary of Joe 
Root who will surely join his for¬ 
mer England Lions teammate in 
the senior side in all formats. 

Vince’s quality was apparent 
from an early age and in my case 
the first time I saw him bat, on 
his first-class debut against 
Nottinghamshire at The Rose 
Bowl five years ago. 

A brisk 75 in the second innings, 
full of the flair we have become 
used to, could not stop 
Hampshire from losing by 191 
runs. 

But it was immediately appar¬ 
ent that this was a class act

whose reputation as a stylish 
batsman of the highest class was 
fully warranted. 

Vince is not so much a batsman 
as an artiste whose Gunn & 
Moore blade has painted some 
captivating strokes on the LV 
County Championship canvas for 
several seasons now. 

The comparison with Michael 
Vaughan is a good one but has 
been repeated so often it has 
become a cliche. I prefer the 
description once given to me by 
his former Chippenham CC cap¬ 
tain: a right-handed David 
Gower. 

That may flatter him a little but 
it is not far off. Mark Robinson 


has described Vince’s batsman- 
ship as “regal” and he may well 
prove to have a little more steel 
than Gower. 

The difference over the last sea¬ 
son and a bit has been his consis¬ 
tency, a more disciplined 
approach that comes with experi¬ 
ence and a greater awareness of 
where his off stump is. 

His T20 form has also improved, 
which is saying something. 
Before last night, he was the lead¬ 
ing run scorer in the T20 Blast, 
only one player in the country 
(Worcestershire’s Daryl 

Mitchell) has scored more first- 
class runs than his 657 at 93 and 
no-one with more than 200 LV 
County Championship runs has 
sustained a strike rate to rival his 
80 per 100 balls. ‘Fluent’ does not 
do Vince justice. 

It was difficult to avoid the fact 
that he was batting himself closer 


to an 

England 

debut at 
Merchant Taylors’ School last 
Sunday. 

His second 25-ball fifty in three 
days in the T20 Blast was made as 
Michael Carberry et al were 
being dismissed for 99 by Sri 
Lanka at The Oval. 

The inevitable England debut is 
drawing near. Will it be this sea¬ 
son? Quite possibly. The ODI 
series against India in August 
would be a good time to blood 
him. 

England have been without a 
top-four X-factor post-Pietersen 
but Vince could provide it. He 
once kept KP out of Hampshire’s 
side when still in his teens and 
may yet be his long-term replace¬ 
ment in the England side. Enjoy

Hampshire to continue golden start? 




HAMPSHIRE will look to continue 
their most impressive start to an LV 
County Championship season for 
nine years when Derbyshire visit the 
Ageas Bowl over the next four days. 

Unbeaten in six games, which 
include three wins after back-to-back 
22-point successes against 
Glamorgan and Leicestershire this 
month, Hampshire have started the 
season with form to compare with 
their other promotion campaigns, in 
2001 and 2004. 

It is hard to find fault when they 
have a form guide that reads 
DWDDWW. 

Not since promotion under Shane 
Warne a decade ago, when 
Hampshire began with four wins from 
six games (WWDWLW), have the 
county started so well. 

Hampshire also started positively in 
2005, when life back in the first divi¬ 
sion was boosted by the presence of 
Kevin Pietersen in the top order for 


six of the first seven games 
(WDWDWLW). 

Pietersen only played one more 
first-class match for Hampshire 
before joining Surrey five years later. 

But even with Warne as captain, 
Hampshire were still prone to some 
sizeable defeats. 

In 2004, they were brought back 
down to earth by an innings and 44 
runs, by Nottinghamshire at The 
Rose Bowl, and their only other 
loss that season was by 384 
runs at home to Essex. 

The following season they 
went on to claim the runner’s 
up spot, their highest position 
for 20 years, but a ten 
wicket defeat to 
Warwickshire at 
Stratford-upon-Avon 
in May, with 
Pietersen and Warne 
in the side, was a 
salutary wake-up 


K » 


call. What makes this Hampshire side 
stand out is its consistency. 

They may only be playing in the 
second division but Hampshire are a 
stronger all-round unit than they 
were under Warne, with all bases 
well covered. 

Under Jimmy Adams, pictured 
below, they are enjoying their best 
start since going up under Robin 

Smith in 2001, when they only 
lost two games all season after 
beginning with an eight-match 
unbeaten run. 

It would be no surprise to 
see them surpass that in June, 
despite Derbyshire’s visit today 
being followed by a difficult 
game away to Saeed 
Ajmal-inspired 
Worcestershire next 
week. 

But with Kyle Abbott 
likely to miss matches 
in July and August, as 


well as the last two due to his 
Champions League commitments 
with the Sunfoil Dolphins, they will 
be doing well to stay unbeaten all 
season, as they did when they last 
won the Championship in 1973 
(they finished the 20-game season 
with ten wins and ten draws after 
beginning with DWWDWW). 

Only once before have they 
come close to matching that, 
albeit with a 17-match unbeaten 
run that included 12 draws in 
1985. 

Hampshire’s six games so far 
this season include a draw at 
Derby, where Derbyshire drew 
another rain-affected match 
against Gloucestershire this week. 

With Derbyshire’s overseas star, 
Shivnarine Chanderpaul, away 
with the West Indies, Hampshire 
will hope to record a third succes¬ 
sive Championship win for the first 
time in six years.

CLUBS FACING CASH CRISIS 


CRICKET club treasurers across the 
region are once again tearing their 
hair out as the rain falls, games are 
called off and revenue streams from 
match fees and bar income dry up. 

With more than 60 per cent of matches in 
the Southern Electric Premier League post¬ 
poned in the past month and the 20-division 
Hampshire League effectively washed out 
twice in three weeks, recreational cricket 
is facing another potential financial crisis. 

It’s nothing new: it happened in 2012 
when hundreds of league games were 
wiped out by bad weather, writes MIKE 
VIMPANY. 

Income for recreational cricket, crammed 
into its four-month summer window, is 
limited. 

Unless clubs are lucky enough to have a 
sponsor, income is mainly down to the 
players to dig deep for £10 a match and 
boosting club coffers over the bar. 

That’s if they don’t disappear straight

away into the sunset, as is the sad way of 
things these days! 

Why don’t sides stay around and socialise 
any more? 

Surely it is part and parcel of the game 
we’ve enjoyed for many years. 


In round figures, each washed out game 
represents £100 in lost match fee revenue 
alone and, if you are a club with three or 
four Saturday sides, like most in the 
Premier League, that represents a lot of 
cash - money never recovered. 

Those clubs who still serve draft alcohol 
across their bars will also have caught a 
cold as stored, un-drunk beer soon goes 
stale and will end up being tipped down the 
sink. 

The problems caused by the wet weather 
don’t end there, of course. 

There’s been precious little junior cricket 
played so far - again no match fees, albeit 
small in comparison, but snacks and 
drinks don’t get sold across the bar and 
profits take another hit. 

But while income drops dramatically, 
bills still have to be paid - all clubs having 
to shell out a significant amount of money 
on league fees, cricket balls and insurances 
before a ball is even bowled! 

Cricket and the wet weather are most 
uneasy bedfellows ...

Remembering 
a local legend 

LOCAL soccer is preparing to say its farewells 
to Dennis Probee, a past stalwart of Royal Navy 
soccer and a football visionary in Hampshire 
and Sussex, who died recently, aged 89 years, 
writes Mike Vimpany. 

A true gentleman in every sense, a wonderful 
coach and tactician, Dennis, pictured, formed 
the Portsmouth Royal Navy football club in 1962 
with the intention of bridging the gap between 
the United Services midweek league and the full 
RN representative side. 

Dennis, a wing-half for Fareham Town and 
later Portchester in his playing days, spent all 
his working life in the Royal Navy, initially as a 
submariner instructor at HMS Dolphin and 
towards the end of his Service 
career with the Ministry of 
Defence in Bath. 

He later moved into 
Sussex soccer where he 
became manager and a 
highly respected coach 
to his beloved Bognor 
Regis Town team. He 
was regarded by many as 
a pivotal figure in the club’ 
successes in the 1980s, being 
mentor to long serving manager Jack Pearce 
and, more recently, current boss Darin 
Kirkpatrick. 

Despite his advancing years, he seldom 
missed a Bognor Regis Town home match and 
frequently drove from his Fareham home to 
Nyewood Lane to not only watch games, but 
also debrief the Rocks management on tactics! 

Impeccably dressed, he was always a delight 
to chat to in the Bognor board room, mainly on 
soccer, but also cricket, the other game he 
loved and played as a wicketkeeper for 
Portchester. 

Portchester Crematorium will be packed at 
noon on Thursday as local soccer says its 
goodbye to a very special gentleman of the 
game.
